TEHRAN I Experts from the U.N. 
nuclear watchdog began talks 
Monday aimed at getting Tehran 
to permit unrestricted inspections 
of its nuclear facilities.

Iran, which insists its nuclear 
program is for peaceful, electrical 
power purposes, has said it would 
agree to unfettered inspections if 
it is granted access to advanced 
nuclear technology as provided

Iraqi Army Begins Training 


400 volunteers, under 
heavy guard, go north 
for basic training 

BAGHDAD I The U.S. military 
took 400 volunteers for the new 
Iraqi army to the northern city 
of Kirkuk on Monday to begin 
two months basic training, and 
American forces passed a third 
straight day without reporting the 
loss of a soldier in combat. 

The Iraqi army recruits were 
taken to Kirkuk and on to a U.S. 
base under heavy guard for fear 
Iraqi resistance fighters would 
attack the convoy of buses. 


The recruits sent north Monday 
make up about half the first batch 
due to begin training under U.S. 
instructors this month. More than 
12,000 Iraqi soldiers are scheduled 
to be ready for service by year’s end 
and 40,000 by the end of 2004. 

U.S. forces continue to close in 
on Saddam and said they had con- 
ducted a series of secret operations 
in the two weeks since American 
soldiers killed his sons Uday and 
Qusay in a gunbattle in the north- 
ern city of Mosul, the military said 
Monday. 

“It’s just a matter of time,” 4th 
Infantry Division spokeswoman 
Maj. Josslyn Aberle told report- 


ers. Military officials estimate 
that Saddam is changing locations

Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi has pledged to give the 
nation’s military a higher interna- 
tional profile, and Japanese troops 
are now the most active they have 
been since 1945.

WASHINGTON I An audiotape 
from Osama bin Laden’s top 
deputy warning that the United 
States will pay dearly if it harms 
detainees at Guantanamo Bay is 
probably authentic, a CIA official 
said Monday. 

The assessment was based on 
a technical analysis of the tape, 
which was first aired over the 
weekend, said the official, who 
spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity. The CIA can’t be certain but 
believes the voice on the tape was 
Ayman al-Zawahiri’s, the No. 2 
official in bin Laden’s al Qaeda 
network, this official said. 

The recording, obtained by

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Md. Cuts Could Cost Kids 


Critics say thousands 
of children could lose 
state -funded care 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Advocates for 
poor families say several thou- 
sand children could lose state - 
supported health care as a result 
of spending cuts imposed during 
the 2003 legislative session to keep 
the state budget balanced. 

“I don’t think the citizens of 
Maryland want the budget to be 
balanced by having children go 
without health care,” said Carol 
Fanconi, health policy director at 
Advocates for Children and Youth. 
“We should rethink this.” 


Starting Sept. 1, the state will 
begin collecting a $37 monthly 
premium per family from parents 
of about 6,000 children who previ- 
ously received free comprehensive 
health care. 

The health department esti- 
mates about 3,000 children will 
leave the program 
because parents 
will not be willing 
to — or cannot pay 
— the $37 a month 
premium. The re- 
duction in families 
would save the state 
$18 million. 

In addition, program enroll- 
ment for families making between 


200 percent and 300 percent of 
poverty level — a maximum of 
$55,200 for a family of four — will 
be frozen. 

No new families can sign on, 
and the state expects about 30 
percent of the children in this 
program will lose benefits at an 
estimated savings of $609,000. 

Families making less than 185 
percent of the federal poverty level 

— $34,040 for a family of four 

— will not be affected. 

Nelson Sabatini, Maryland 
health secretary, said he has no 
choice but to comply with budget 
cuts proposed by Gov. Robert L. 
Ehrlich (R) and approved by the

Report: Factories on Mend 


Commerce Dept, 
reports increase in 
orders for sector 

WASHINGTON I America’s manu- 
facturers saw demand for their 
products rise in June by the largest 
amount in three months, another 
encouraging sign that the fragile 
factory sector is on the mend along 
with the rest of the economy. 

The Commerce Department 
reported Monday that orders to 
U.S. factories rose 1.7 percent from 
May, the second month in a row 


that orders went up. Gains were 
fairly broad-based, with orders 
rising for machinery, household 
appliances and automobiles as 
well as “nondurable” goods, such 
as food products and chemicals. 

June’s performance, which fol- 
lowed a 0.3 percent rise in May, 
was stronger than economists 
were expecting; they were fore- 
casting a 1.5 percent increase in 
factory orders.

Qwest Inks Wireless Deal 


Agreement puts 
wireless customers on 
Sprint’s network 

DENVER | Qwest Communications 
International Inc. signed a deal 
with Sprint on Monday allowing 
it to offer national wireless service 
to customers in the 14 states where 
it also sells local phone service. 

Denver-based Qwest said it 
plans to offer Sprint PCS Vision to 
its local customers and to business 
customers nationwide.

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Powell Says He’ll 
Stick It Out at FCC 


WASHINGTON | Soon after join- 
ing the Federal Communications 
Commission, Michael Powell said 
one of his mottos would be: “Fight 
with ideas and not emotion.” 

His efforts to ease rules govern- 
ing media ownership are prompt- 
ing plenty of debate — and lots of 
criticism of Powell. So much that 
Powell met with top aides Monday 
and assured them he won’t quit. 

Jonathan Cody, Powell’s special 
policy adviser, said the chairman 
“assured senior staff that it is his 
firm intention to continue to lead 
the commission and implement 
our agenda.” 

Powell, a champion of deregula- 
tion who critics say is too pro -big 
business, rose to chairman when 
President Bush took office in 2001. 
His term isn’t over until 2007. 

Powell succeeded in getting his 
Republican- dominated FCC to 
ease decades-old rules governing 
media ownership. The party-line 
vote on June 2 approved changes 
that allow individual companies

to own TV stations reaching 
nearly half the nation’s viewers 
and combinations of newspapers 
and broadcast outlets.

Probing the Limits 
Of Open-Source Code 


Company claims its 
proprietary code has 
filtered into Linux 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. | Leading Linux 
distributor Red Hat Inc. sued the 
SCO Group Inc. Monday, calling 
recent accusations of copyright 
infringement against the open- 
source operating system “unfair 
and deceptive actions.” 

The lawsuit, filed in Delaware 
federal court, seeks a declara- 
tion that Red Hat is not violating 
SCO’s intellectual property and 
an injunction that would bar SCO 
from making untrue claims that 
harm the Linux business. 

SCO, which owns key parts of 
the Unix operating system, claims 


its code has seeped into Linux. 
It is seeking $3 billion from 
International Business Machines 
Corp. for allegedly transferring 
Unix code to Linux. 

SCO has also sent warning let- 
ters to hundreds of other compa- 
nies. Red Hat has not been sued. 

A cloud of legal uncertainty 
has enveloped Linux since March, 
when SCO filed its breach- of- con- 
tract lawsuit against IBM. 

SCO’s claims raise questions 
about the essence of the open- 
source movement that evolved on 
the idea that software code should 
be freely distributed rather than 
secret and proprietary, as pro- 
grams like Microsoft’s Windows 
operating software chiefly are.

Digital vs. old school 
cordless telephones: 
better in all but price 

PHONES I When buying a cordless 
telephone, there’s a basic choice: 
analog or digital. Or to put it 
another way: cheap or expensive. 

Analogs still use the radio tech- 
nology that revolutionized home 
telephones in the early 1980s. But 
state-of-the-art digital models 
offer so much more in terms of 
range and features that they make 
old-fashioned analogs seem almost 
laughable. 

Until you look at the price tag. 

Analogs, still made by major 
manufacturers such as Panasonic, 
Uniden and Vtech, cost as little as 
$15. Sure, they’ve been surpassed 
technologically, but that doesn’t 
mean they don’t have their place, 
especially in small homes. 

Digitals offer a far greater 
range of operation and more fea- 
tures, such as speakerphones in the 
handsets. They start at about $100 
for the most basic model, however. 
Add a built-in answering machine 


and other goodies, and the price 
rises to $200 and more. 

Sometimes the best solution 
is to use both — a digital model 
as the main phone, with analogs 
in the kitchen, guest rooms and 
other parts of the house. Here are 
a few examples of each: 


Analog: The cordless Vtech 
VT00-9113 normally costs about 
$15. Although the cheapest of the 
analogs tested, it had the longest 
range — about 70 feet. But incom- 
ing voices were somewhat harsh. 

The Uniden EXAI398 costs 
about $40, but that gets you a 


built-in answering machine, the 
ability to use Caller ID, volume 
control and a headset plug. Sound 
was middling. 

Panasonic’s KX-TC1484, about 
$30, provides a warm, human 
sound. Its redial, volume control, 
Caller ID and programmable dial- 
ing features are easy to use. 

Digital: Panasonic’s digital KX- 
TG5100M (about $200 with built- 
in answering machine) got good 
marks from listeners for clarity. Its 
speakerphone was also quite clear 
sounding. The downside: it had the 
shortest range of the digitals tested 
— about 85 feet. 

Uniden’s TRU5885 (about 
$200, including answering 
machine and extra headset) is 
a bargain compared with the 
Panasonic. It has an abundance of 
user-friendly features, and a good 
range — about 97 feet. 

The Vtech 5881 ($159 with 
answering machine) did not do 
well in sound tests. It had a nice 
range of about 103 feet. But the 
Vtech ’s controls were clunky and 
complicated, david colker (l.a. times)

Hefty kettlebells area good way to build strength, powerand endurance for 
sports such as golf, soccer, swimming, and football, say personal trainers. 



Retro kettlebells are 
strong-arming their 
way into the gym 

Kettlebells, crude -looking balls 
of metal and epoxy attached to 
heavy handles, are a new weapon 
of choice for personal trainers, 
trend- conscious gymgoers and 
serious weightlifters looking for 
an alternative to barbells. 

Their popularity dates to 
turn-of-the-20th-century Czarist 
Russia, where the Red Army used 
the weighted balls for fitness 
training. 

Tim Palancia, personal-train- 
ing manager at Equinox in Darien, 
Conn., says that to understand the 
benefits of kettlebells you need a 
little physics lesson. “Their weight 
is distributed more like things we 
use on a daily basis, like a suitcase, 
a pocketbook or a car seat with a 
baby in it,” he explains. “The 
weight is attached to a handle. 
That adds a kind of momentum 


that adds another dimension to 
the lift. And so even if the kettle- 
bell weighs exactly the same as a 
dumbbell, it’s a bit more of a chal- 
lenge to lift.” 

Measured in 9 -pound incre- 
ments called poods, kettlebells 
weigh as much as 81 pounds. 
Typically, people new to fitness 
and seniors work with the 9 -pound 
kettlebells, while a more experi- 
enced exerciser goes a bit higher, 
says James Trench, a Stamford, 
Conn., personal trainer.

variety of standard weightlifting 
moves. “You can do the Olympic- 
type moves, like a clean and jerk,” 
says Palencia.

Palencia often recommends the 
weights to clients who want to start 
a small home gym with minimal 
investment. “You can do so much 
with them, but they are relatively 
small and compact. You can just 
stick them in a shoe box and tuck 
them away when you’re done.”

A wave of new supplements prom- 
ises relief for low-carb dieters 
who long to reunite their meat 
and potatoes. 

Dozens of so-called “starch 
neutralizers” and “starch block- 
ers,” with such appetizing names 
as Starch Buster, Carb Intercept 
and Carbo Grabbers, promise to 


ease the caloric burden of tasty, 
starchy foods. 

The concept of a carbohydrate 
blocker has been around for 
decades. Most of the new prod- 
ucts, however, use a refined, more 
potent extract of the white kidney 
bean. Small human studies have 
indicated that the extract can 
neutralize as much as 66 percent 
of the starch consumed in a meal. 
Consisting of a protein component, 


the extract binds to an enzyme 
called alpha amylase, preventing 
it from breaking down starch 
into sugar. As a result, most of the 
starch passes undigested through 
the intestines. 

Says Dr. Jana Klauer, a research 
fellow at the New York Obesity 
Research Center at St. Luke’s- 
Roosevelt Hospital Center: “This 
has glimmerings of great poten- 
tial.”

M 0 V l E S I “Gigli” provides a textbook 
tale of how circumstances beyond a 
studio’s and a filmmaker’s control 
can undermine a movie. The film 
has single-handedly disproved the 
maxim that there’s no such thing as 
bad publicity. 

Neither a romantic comedy 
nor a standard drama, the $54- 
million film stars Ben Affleck as 
a Los Angeles thug named Larry 
Gigli, ordered by his gangster boss 
to kidnap the son of a federal pros- 
ecutor. Soon after Gigli abducts 
the young man, a second mobster 
named Ricki (Jennifer Lopez) 
arrives. Gigli falls for Ricki, who 
lets him know she’s gay. But will 
they still fall in love? 

The couple’s real-life love affair 
presented several challenges — the 
biggest being that moviegoers may 
not want to spend $9 to watch a 
romance they can catch anytime 
on TV for free. 

Sony Pictures tried a number of 
strategies to persuade people there 
was an actual movie. In an attempt 
to overcompensate for the tabloids, 
later ads focused more on the mov- 
ie’s plot and less on its stars.
